IN MEMORIAM 


It is with a deep feeling of sadness that the Board of 
Education of The Town of Bloomfield, New Jersey, records the 
death of its late president, Mr. James C. Brown. 

For more than twenty-seven years Mr. Brown was iden- 
tified with the Board of Education, first as chairman of the 
Building Committee, later as its Vice President and finally as 
the President. During his tenure he saw the school enrollment 
increase nearly fourfold, and participated in the erection of five 
new school buildings, as well as adding large additions to all 
former schooi buildings. 

His long and active connection with the affairs of education 
in Bloomfield was not prompted by any desire to receive honors 
at the hands of anyone, but rather that he might serve the best 
interests of al! concerned. Honesty, integrity and self sacrifice 
were to him no mere idle phrases, but controlling principles in 
life. He leaves as a heritage a life well lived and a character 
beyond reproach, 

In the death of Mr. James C, Brown, there has passed from 
our midst a distinguished citizen who gave of his time and 
talent without measure. We recall his regular attendance at 
all Board of Education meetings, his untiring efforts in the per- 
formance of nis duties, his willingness to assist all who sought 
his aid and advice. While we lament his death, we testify with 
pride to the fact that we have known him as a man, who lived 
an exemplary life, that he performed his duties conscientiously 
and efficienily. His loving spirit, his acts of real goodness and 
kindly ministration have made an indelible mark upon our 
educational system thai will go down into history, never to be 
blotted from its pages. 

We who remain are now deprived of his quiet smile and 
sympathetic understanding. Never again shall we enjoy his 
sage advice and thoughtful counsel. No longer shall we hear 
his calm voice nor feel nis warm handclasp; though the memory 
of his good deeds and constructive accomplishments can never 
die. The recollection of his gentle nature and kindly manner 
shall remain an inspiration to*us forever. 

Those of us who have had the honor of serving with him 
extend our heartfelt sympathy to his immediate family and 
the host of friends to whom the recollection of his character 
and life work will ever be a pleasant memory.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Office of Superintendent of Schools 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


June 30, 1939. 


To the Board of Education, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


My eleventh annual report relating to the work of the public 
schools of Bloomfield, New Jersey, for the school year 1938-1939 
is herewith presented. 


Possibly the outstanding feature of the year’s work was 
the transition from semi-annual to annual promotions. This was 
accomplished by advancing the pupils who had entered school in 
the middle of each previous school year, one-half year with certain 
modifications in the plan of work, which will in due time com- 
pensate for any apparent loss. One of the commanding features 
of the annual promotion is the fact that pupils and teachers may 
under this plan continue together in their assignments for at least 
a full school year. 


The curriculum and offerings in our high school must of 
necessity undergo changes as conditions change in the nature and 
type of our pupil enrollment. The type of work done in our high 
school only a few years ago is no longer adequate; new and more 
purposeful courses must be added from time to time so as to meet 
these changing needs. A rather extensive testing program is being 
carried out both in the high school and the elementary schools, 
and as the results of these tests are made available to the guidance 
department and teachers the matter of proper pupil adjustment 
will be gradually solved. 


Much emphasis has been placed, during the school year, on mu- 
sic and other special work. The splendid musical programs rendered 
during Natio-al Music Week are evidence of the good work being 
accomplished in all of our schools, and it is hoped that this work 
may be extended from year to year. It is quite essential that the 
phase of school work which has to do with character and citizen- 
ship training needs added emphasis. 


The increased enrollment in the high school necessitated 
the use of four c'ass rooms in the Park Grammar School for ninth 
grade pupils from February to June and it is planned to so use 
most of Park School during the next school year. The opening 
of the new Junior High School in September, 1940, will give much 
needed relief in the senior high school.

It is with a sense of deep regret that we announce the death 
of Mr. James C. Brown, a member of the Board of Education for 
more than twenty-seven years. ‘Ihe passing of Mr. Brown brings 
to our community and to the school system of Bloomfield a distinct 
loss. His high sense of devotion to the cause of education has 
long been distinguished. His attention to educational practices 
and to everything for which the Board of Education is responsible, 
has been no less devoted. His faith in our school system, his 
stalwart defense of our schools when they were unjustly attacked, 
his hearty and cordial approval of new ideas which proved sound 
and which oftimes promised much for the benefit of the children 
of our schools have been of incalculable assistance in the upward 
march of true education. 


The close of the school year again brings with it the retire- 
ment of one of our faithful teachers. Miss Grace E. Jones, who 
began her public school work in Bloomfield in 1893, retires after 
a continuous service of forty-six years, 


As the school year draws to a close, we wish it were pos- 
sible for every appreciative parent, and the number is legion, to 
say “thank you” to the teachers whose efforts have contributed 
so much to the development of their children during the school 
year. We wish that all pupils who have enjoyed their year’s work 
under their teachers might be encouraged to say a kindly word 
as they bid good-by for the summer, It is only after this cordial 
relationship exists between home and school and pupil and teacher 
that we can hope to realize fully the aims and true objectives of a 
good school system. 

We appreciate the splendid co-operation received from the 
Board of Education during the year, their sympathetic under- 
standing of our needs and problems has helped to lighten our 
burden.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


The school physicians and nurses issue this report for the 
school year of 1938-39, to give an idea of the varied work of the 
department. At the beginning of the school year all children 
were examined. Dental inspections were made of all pupils by 
our school dentist. Children who were in need of dental care 
were referred to their family dentist. ‘Those unable to afford 
care were referred to the dental clinic. Visual acuity tests were 
made of all cases of suspected defects, eye strain, etc., and were 
referred for further examination. Audiometer hearing tests were 
also made. All having defective hearing were referred for fur- 
ther examination. Reports of all defects found at the examinations 
were sent to parents. Follow-up work was done by the nurses 
of the respective schools.

School doors open 15 minutes before the school sessions begin 
and close 15 minutes after school is dismissed in the afternoon. 
From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are open during the 
noon hours. 


No school work which comes under the head of "study in 
preparation for assigned lessons" shall be required to be done at 
home in Kindergarten or Grades One, Two, or Three. 


No school work which comes under the head of "study in 
preparation for CLASS assigned lessons" shall be required to be 
done at home in Grades Four, Five, or Six. 


1 Pupils will be admitted to all Kindergarten Classes at the open- 
ing of School in September of each school vear who become five (5) 
years of age on or before December 31. 


All field trips consisting of pupils, principals and teachers 
during regular school hours designed for educational purposes and 
approved by the Superintendent of Schools, shall become a part of 
the regular school curiculum of the Public Schools of Bloomfield. 


Provided further :— 


That all such trips necessitating the uses of buses shall be con- 
fined to buses which are properly covered by public liability insur- 
ance and that a certification of such insurance be filed with the 
Board of Education, 





The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day sessions 


because of weather conditions, 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the parent 
or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness was with the 
knowledge and approval of the signer or the equivalent, All les- 
sons may be counted zero until made up in a manner satisfactory 
to the teacher. No lesson may be made up until an excuse has been 
accepted. 


No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 


No person may visit any school or class to see any teacher or 
pupils upon personal business of any kind during the school hours. 
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The schools are always open to the inspection of the public, 
and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit them at any 
time. 


‘Teachers are to be present at school in their class rooms 15 
minutes before school opens and 15 minutes after school closes. 


"Teachers during the first five years of service in the Bloom- 
field school system may be allowed five days with full pay for per- 
sonal illness. After five days, deduction shall be substitute’s pay 
for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


From the end of the fifth year of service to the end of the 
tenth year, ten days may be allowed with full pay for personal ill- 
ness. After 10 days, deduction shall be substitute's pay for a 
period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


From the end of the tenth year of service to the end of the 
twentieth year, twenty days may be allowed each teacher with full 
pay for personal illness. After twenty days, deduction shall be 
substitutes pay for a period to be determined by the Board of 
Education. 


From the end of the twentieth vear of service, as many days 
with full pay for personal illness may be allowed as the number of 
years the teacher has served in the Bloomfield School system. 
After that number of days allowance, deduction shall be substi- 
tute's pay for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


When death or serious illness in the immediate family of a 
teacher calls him or her away from school work, an allowance of 
from one to five days with full pay may be made. After five days, 
deduction shall be substitute's pay for a period not to exceed thirty 
days. 


In case of a teacher's absence on account of a wedding in the 
immediate family, there shall be deducted the substitute's pay for 
a reasonable number of days. 


Full deduction of salary is to be made for absence for reasons 
other than personal illness or death in the immediate family. 


Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the day 
before or the day following any vacation period, except as pro- 
vided for above. 


All claims regarding absences must be presented in writing to 
the Secretary of the Board of Education within one week from 
date of the teacher's return to school. 

The compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day in 


Grades One to Eight, and Kindergarten for less than 19 continu- 
ous days in the same class in any one school year; and $5.50 per 
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school day for 19 or more continuous days in the same class in any 
one school year. 

The compensation is $5.00 per school day in Grades Nine to 
Twelve, (High School), for less than 19 continuous days in the 
same class in any one school year; and $6.50 per school day for 19 
or more continuous days in the same class in any one school year. 


Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, failures 
of specialists and class teachers to be present upon the time set in 
schedules and rules, 








The duties of teachers include required attendance at school, 
grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding five in any one 
month. The duties of principals and specialists include required 
attendance at all meetings designated by the school authorities. 
"Teachers and principals should visit the pupils’ homes in the per- 
formance of their educational obligations to circumvent truancy, 
to quarantine cases of suspected diseases, and to consult parents in 
their children's interests. 


‘Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 
High School, $120 per year. 
Grammar Grades, $50 per year. 
Primary Grades, $25 per year. 


Special School, $150 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be necessary 
to have the buildings ready for school, and to remain as long as 
there are teachers or pupils in the building, except that a janitor 
shall not be requested to remain later than six o'clock, and shall 
not leave the builling before five-thirty o'clock except by ar- 
rangement with the principal. "The lunch period of the janitor 
will be arranged with the principal. 

To take charge of the building during noon hour except when 
otherwise arranged with the principal. 

To leave the building during school hours only with consent of the 
principal. 

‘To sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 

To empty all waste baskets every day. 

To dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

To clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 

To clean every window inside three times each year. 

To rake the yards and keep them clean. 

To keep the lawns mowed. 

‘To clear the sidewalks immediately after snowfall. 

To fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every fourth 
Saturday. 

To visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night and 
as early in the morning as is found necessary to get the rooms 
heated properly before the opening of school, 

To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 

To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes before 
the opening of school and after school has been closed for a 
half hour, unless accompanied by teachers, except in cases of 
extreme cold or storm and except when games are being 
conducted on the basketball courts. 





To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the 
grounds at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by the 
principal. 

In bad weather the janitors may open the doors twenty minutes 
earlier than the usual time. 


To make repairs at the request of principals. 
To report all needed supplies to the principal in good season, 


In addition to observing the above duties a janitor is at all times 
to consider himself under the general direction of the Principal 
of the building and the Superintendent of Schools.
